The application has been amended as follows: 

In (claim 1, line 7) after "a throat section" insert -with a pair of vertically extending side 

bars--; 

(claim 9, lines 10 and 1 1) delete "knife". 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The foUov^ng is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest the combination of the claimed 
dunnage making machine as amended on the examiner's amendment and supported by the 
reasons provided in the remarks filed on 01/07/2005. 

As to claim 1, the prior art of record fails to disclose the claimed dunnage making 
machine comprising an arm extending firom a side of a post opposite the to the paper, wherein a 
crumpling head mounted on the arm, nor a throat section with a pair of vertically extending side 
bars moimted on the arm between the post and the crumpling head for receiving the paper fi-om a 
forming bar and urging the edge portions of the paper toward each other and causing them to 
gather, in the claim environment (Fig. 6). 
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As to claim 6, the prior art of record fails to disclose the claimed dumiage making 
machine comprising a first throat section with an opening for rolling the edge portion of the 
paper toward each other and gathering them for crumpling, wherein a second throat section with 
an opening of lesser dimension than the first throat opening for gathering the central portion of 
the paper for further gathering the edge portions of the paper, in the claim environment (Figs. 6 
and 9; via second throat section 36 and 36). 

As to claim 9, the prior art of record fails to disclose the claimed dunnage making 
machine comprising a cylindrical mandrel having a flat side which is tangential to an axis of 
orientation, a plurality of blades mounted on the flat surface in zig-zag fashion along a line 
parallel to the axis for periodic engagement with the paper as the mandrel rotates wherein a 
support roller rotatable about an axis parallel to the axis of the mandrel with a surface for 
supporting the paper for engagement by the blades, in the claim environment (Figs. 5 and 8). 

As to claim 20, the prior art of record fails to disclose the claimed dunnage making 
machine comprising a first throat section with an opening for roUing the edge portions of the 
paper toward each other and gathering them for crumpling, wherein a second throat section 
having an opening of lesser dimension than the first throat opening for gathering the central 
portion of the paper and further gathering the edge portions of the paper.
